We located two different classes of farm ers in the 
same county of a cotton state. They lived on the same 
section lines. They tilled the same kind of soil. they 
drank the same kind of water and breathed the same 
kind of air.

They borrowed money 
from the same banks, hauled their cotton to the same 
markets, and received the same prices for their products.

So amid a workaday world of bu?3T people this class 
driftd with the years. They did not w orn about debts 
or drouth or weeds or taxes. They worked when tney 
wanted to, which was not very otten. They neglected 
their crops till the weeds had hidden the fences. They 
sat in groups along the section iines discussing the errors 
and abuses cf government and waited natiently for the 
day when their voices should be heard in the council of 
state and their needs should be supplied irom the nation­ 
al capital. 
In c other class had an entirely different plan of 
operation. They didn’t know so much about the govern­ 
ment on the Potomac, but they knew a great deal more 
about the grass in their cornfields. When the crab grass 
threatened to overrun their cotton field-, they caJn’t 
wait to hear from Washington before undertaking cur­ 
ative measures. They went after that crab grass like 
Turks chasing Armenians. They believed thai the sjui 
of effective government was located somewhere in their 
own elbow joints. They had no objection to the coming 
of a time when men should work only four hours a day, 
but so long as weeds were growing twenty four hours 
a day and specializing on Sundays, they considered ii 
wise to work at least half as many hours as the weeds. 
Thus two classes of people lived in the same county 
and the two classes of people produced two different 
types of homes. The homes of one class became broken 
dawn hovels unfit to stable cattle in. The roof was never 
mended The doors hung on a single hinge. Tile screens 
fell from the windows. W hat was the use to mend roof 
or door or window7 when the government at Warningum 
would provide palatial residences for all citizens. But at 
the same time the homes of the other class were steadily 
imnroving. They became the pride of the whole country 
side. The owners made all necessary repairs without 
waiting for action from W ashington. They minded their 
own business iii their own way. 
Those twro classes of people can still be found in the 
county we have in mind and they remain unchanged to 
this good day. One class can be seen frequently at the 
twilight hour, closing up a ten room farm house, and 
entering a seven passenger car to drive to the city .to 
see the movies. You can still see the other class sitting 
on a broken down fence discussing the infallibility of 
economic determinism and predicting the early advent of 
universal pensions. Just leave it to the government and 
all will be well is their philosophy. And in the meantime 
you can still read in Holy W rit that bread is to be wrung 
only from the sweat of the bro wa
